MEXICO POLICY 


America’s Prestige Cut in Two 
Thereby, He Says. 


Republican Nominee Guest of 
Reno for Day. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

Evans Hughes said in an address de- 
livered here late today that the 
prestige of the United States has 
been cut practically in half as a re- 
suit of its dealings with Mexico, The 
nominee reiterated his previous dec- 
laration for an adequate protective 
tariff and again took the administra- 
tion to task for retiring trained men 
from diplomatic service “to make 
room for men without any special 
qualifications other than party loyal- 
ty.“ Mr. Hughes said he deplored 
the fact that the present administra- 
tion has to such a large degree dis- 
regarded and violated the principles 
of our merit system.” 

“We can have peace without trou- 
ble in this country.“ said the nom- 
mee in discussing the Mexican sit- 
vation. 

“Only inexcusable blundering could 
get us into 2 want 
anything; we have got all we need; 
we are not — we are not 
seeking trouble; we are not trying 
to exploit anybody. We simply want 
to go ahead in our peaceful pur- 
suit of our ideals and have pros- 


perity. 

“But that does not mean that our 
rights are to be ignored, that we are 
to be lacking in the protection of 
those rights that are known to per- 
tain to American citizens. Our con- 
duct in Mexito in falling to protect 
the rights of our c ns down there 
cut down our interfiational prestige, 
I should say, practically one-half. 
It is a very ous. thing for a na- 
tion to be known willing to fore- 
go these primary obligations of 
maintaining the rights of its citi- 
zens which every nation has.” 

DIPBOMACY. 

Mr. Hughes said that in other na- 
tions diplomacy is a great profes- 
sion, that men enter the lower 
grades and are promoted until they 
reach the highest opportunities of 
diplomatic agency. “We were mak- 
ing a fine start in that way,” he 
continued. “We had a number of 
men who had started in at the lower 
ranks, men who had gone through 
several grades, starting in as at- 
taches or secretaries, appointed to 


a splendid repute, a very important 
knowledge and training. It has been 
lamentable to see under this ad- 
ministration man after man of this 
description taken from the service, 
taken right out after years of devo- 
tion to the service and retired only 
to make room for men without any 
special qualifications other than 
party loyalty. That was done con- 
spicuously in Latin America, despite 
our profession of a desire to culti- 
vate the closest relation with Latin 
America, the importance of which 
is ve obvious. How is the great 
United States, the exemplar of re- 
publican institutions, to stand be- 
fore our sister republics in this 
hemisphere if we play politics with 
the agencies of diplomatic inter- 
course and fall to honor training and 
experience. That sort of thing 
won't do. If you put me in office 
I pledge you that we shall see to it 
that we are represented by men who 
will commend themselves to the 
countries where they serve and raise 
the standard of our diplomacy.” 


PROTECTIVE TARIFF. 


Mr. Hughes again gave his reasons 
for favoring a protective tariff, and 
then said: \ 

“Our friends still insist that we 
shall not foster industry by the 
tariff. Why, if we proceeded on 
their theory, what would become of 
the industries of the State of Ne- 
vada? What would become of the 


whole 
section of the country neéds the 
fostering care of government,. not 
that we should have private persons 
secure an unfair advantage at the 
public expense, but we should have 
fairly applied a principle which 
makes and diffuses all over the 
country a condition where wages are 
higher and standards of living are 
higher than those in any other part 
of the world.“ 

Mr. Hughes held a night meeting 


in the Majestic Theater. He left 
this city tor Ogden, Utah, at 9 
o'clock. 


PLEDGES INDEPENDENCE: 


At the night meeting Mr. Hughes 
declared that if he were elected he 
would endeavor to carry out his 
policies without favor to anyone. 

“No one can hold executive office 
properly who is not ready to be de- 
feated,” he said, It is a very neces- 
sary thing at all times to take your 
political life in your hands and to 
be willing to do as you think you 
ought to do, regardless of the politi- 
cal consequences.“ 

Speaking of improving conditions 

of labor, Mr. Hughes said: 
„ do not consider this a mere 
sentimental procedure. That is 
bound up with our prosperity. We 
cannot have a great United States 
unless in the main it is a contented 
country filled with men working. 
peaceable and sharing fairly in the 
fruits of their labor, protected by 
safety appliances, having sanitary 
conditions of labor, having reason- 
able hours and just compensation. 

“Contented America will be suc- 
cessful America; discontented 
Agerica will be unsuccessful Ameri- 


“T am glad to observe that in 
these days there is a disposition on 
the part of many of our most im- 
portant employers of labor to real- 
ize the human demands, the neces- 
sary demands of those engaged in 
productive work. I never like to 
think of that sort of thing as a com- 
placent recognition, as somethiig 
handed down from above. I like to 
think of manager and man, of those 
in charge and of those at work of 
varied related activity, as sharers in 
a common undertaking, realizing 
each the importance of the other's 
work and all working together to 
produce that which is essential to 
the prosperity and happiness of all. 
We have got to have that sort of a 
spirit in America if we are to realize 
the greatness of this country in the 
coming years.”

Russia Regulates Footwear. 

Russia has had to regulate the 
price of shoes—so high were prices 
jumping. Last month she fixed the 
permissible prices for high-top boots 
of patent leather, shagreen, etc., at 
$11 to $12; tan high shoes for men 
at $6.82 to $7, and for women at 
$6.20, with low shoes somewhat less. 
Men’s low shoes of canvas, etc., may 
not be sold for more than nine ru- 
bles ($2.79 at present value of ru- 
bles,) and women's for not more 
than $2.48. If the footwear is made 
of two distinct materials the prices 
for the cheaper class of material 


fixes also the maximum prices to 
be charged for repairs. According 
to the Odesssky Listok, a daily pub- 
lished in Odessa, there arrived at 
Kiev, late in June, a large shipment 
of American footwear. In the opin- 
ion of the specialists the goods are 
of excellent quality and made of 
exceptionally reliable material.
